FAMOUS BANKER ON Sr A w IN "LEAK" INQUIRY. 
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in Dealing With New Unrestricted Sub- 
marine Warfare Plan of Germany Has 
Been Decided Upon. 


Washington, Feb. 1.—Following the conference between Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Lansing today on the new German declar- 
ation for unrestricted submarine ws^rfare, the opinion became general- 
ly prevalent in official quarters that a break in diplomatic relations 
with Germany seemed inevitable. 


The view was taken widely in official quarters that the United 
States would not allow the situation to stand unchallenged, although 
it was believed probable that an ultimatum or warning to the Berlin 
fifovemment might precede the actual severance of diplomatic rela- 
tions. 


President Wilson and Secretary Lansing discussed the subma- 
rine situation after Mr. Lansing had worked all morning on a docu- 
ment which he took with him to the white house., 
Lansing Refuses to Talk. " 


After the conference, Secretary Lansing refused categorically to 
say what had been decided upon. 


A warning to Germany that a severance of diplomatic relations 
will follow the putting into effect of such a campaign of ruthlessness 
as she ha« announced, or an actual severance on Germany's announce- 
ment as it stands are among the possibilities. 


There is no official ground for stating that either of these courses 
had been followed although one of these courses is expected. 
It is 
thought a course of action has been decided upon but it is thought 
certain steps must be taken before it is announced. 


After an hour's confei-ence between 
President Wilson and Secretary Lan- 
eingr it became known today that the 
G e r m a n situation is viewed with ex- 
treme gi-avity and that the American 
government had a h e a d y begun to for- 
mulate definite steps. 


Step Already T a k e n ? 


It is regarded as not impossible that 
iction of some kind had ah'eady been 
:aken, but there was no indication of 
Its nature. 


There also were indications that no 
innouncement 
of the coui'se of 
the 
government would be made until cer- 
tain steps had been take through the 
navy department and the ti-easui-y for 
safeguarding American ports and oth- 
ir interests. 


Awakens With Shiver.

Garrett, Ind., Feb. 1.—Fire starting 
in the rear of the paint and paper store 
belonging to George J. Spindler a t 10 
o'clock last night destroyed two partly,

with 
the 
exception 
of

.Spindler wall paper and paint store, 
which was damaged to the extent of 
.$500, with no insurance. 
The Hunsel 
building was valued at $5,000, with 
$2,000 insurance, and the Pente build- 
ing at $2,000, with $1,000 insurance. " 


Tenants in 
the Hunsel 
building 
were: 
George J. Spindler. wall paper 
and 
paint store: 
Style's pool 
room, 
Hunsel's confectionery store, with the 
Knights of Columbus lodge room on 
the 
second 
floor. 
Mr. Hunsel 
and 
family also lived on the second 
floor. 
Phil Walters' restaurant and pool room 
occupied the Penten building. 


Firemen worked all night and late 
today the ruins were still smoulder- 
ing. 
Splendid work on the part of the 
firemen prevented

spieading to

buildings, 
notwithstanding a high wind that was 
blowng, 
making 
fire 
fighting 
m u c h 
more difficult. 
The firemen were also 
greatly handicapped, 
becau.se of 
in- 
sufficient water pressure, demonstrat- 
ing the need, officials declare, of larger 
mains and a reservoir.

charge that the water supply was in- 
adequate is denied. 


Firemen'.'» Narrow Escape. 


Several of the 
firemen 
had narrow 
escapes when one of the brick walls 
of the Hunsel building came crashing 
to the ground within a few feet of the 
Singler residence. 


Little's hardware store^was thi-eat- 
ened for a time and some little d a m - 
age was done to the stock by smoke. 


Cause of the fire has not been ascer- 
tained to a certainty. 
It is known to 
have originated a m o n g the oils and 
inflammable materials. 


The flames were making such rapid 
headway that it was feared the local 
firemen

them with their limited facilities for 
fighting fire. As a result Mayor .T. A.

The note published in Berlin

Not Ruthless Enough. 


The German embassy for 
months 
has been building up an atmosphere of 
hopefulness and a t one time it was 
said that von Tirpitz, who originated 
the campaign of ruthlessness had ac- 
tually been forced f r o m his high po- 
sition by Influences brought to bear by 
the German ambassador here In order 
to preserve good relations with 
the 
United States. 
Now it is frankly dis- 
closed that von Tirpitz was deposed 
because he did not carry his campaign 
or ruthlessness f a r enough, that he was 
unprepared with an insufficient n u m - 
ber undersea ships to m a k e this force 
effective and was" punished for his short 
sightedness. 


Shut Off Food Supply in 60 Days. 
Now, t h e officials who 
!3peak 
for 
Germany in this country, unhesitating- 
ly announce the plan to starve out Eng- 
land with a fleet of submarines which 
they estimate a t between 300 and 500 
and they think they can cut off the 
food supply of the Bi'itish Isles com- 
pletely within sixty days. 


American officials are not convinced 
that 
Germany's announcement 
of 
a 
campaign of ruthlessness reveals the 
entire situation. 
There have been in- 
timations of dissension between the en- 
tente allies, all of which, however, have 
been officiallj' denied and there 
are 
other circumstances which have come 
into possession of the American gov- 
ernment but are not being disclosed 
which give ground for the possibility 
that the new submarine blockade may 
be only the forerunner of something 
else equally startling. 


Somctliing Else Coming? 


Neither is there any assurance that 
the new w a r f a r e will be confined to 
changes on the seas. 
The air of con- 
fidence 
which was openly expressed at 
the German embassy was generally in- 
terpreted as an 
indication 
that 
the 
Berlin government was very sure of the 
success of its plans. 


The new crisis, however, brings new 
dangers to the very 
shores 
of 
the 
United States, where a score or more 
German and Austrian ships have been 
laid up since t h e beginning of the war 
and where several German commerce 
raiders are interned. 
Reports of ships 
being arranged secretly for a dash to 
sea, of plots to sink 
them

their 
wharves or to block American harbors 
by destroying them In the

have been under investigation for many 
months.

lines, it was said, had carried muni- 
tions of w a r or contraband since the 
early days of the w^ar. 


Shipping men pointed out t h a t the 
most obvious effect of the German dec- 
laration would be the reduction in the 
tonnage which the freight ships of the 
American neutral lines could carry on 
account of the increased space which 
would have to be sacrificed to carry 
coal and provisions for one continuous 
voyage f r o m American ports to neu- 
tral ports. 
Hitherto neutral ships have 
relied larg:ely upon British ports to 
renew their supplies.

Jackson was arrested.

"He is a mighty dangerous nigger," 
commented police of Nashville.

ord shows that he was convicted of as- 
sault. with intent to kilt, in 1906. He 
was convicted of larceny on July 2.t. 
1908. when he v,-as fined $10 and .«sent 
to jail for twenty-nine days.

of burglary 
on 
Sept.

1909. and served a short term.

others." 


Here 
is speculation 
for 
amateèr 
economists. 
The Com-ier-Journal con- 
tends money can not he wasted. 
The 
Courier-Journal is right so long as it 
holds to a narrow definition of money. 
Certainly silver dollars and bank notes 
do not perish merely because the gilded 
youth casts them about. 
They remain 
in circulation, of course, and are saved 
and spent over and over again. 


But while money is printed 
bank 
notes and stamped pieces of gold and' 
silver, it has no sifinificance except as 
a symbol for other thing.s—for labor, 
food, clothing, shelter and transporta- 
tion, 
Can labor, food, clothing, etc., 
be wasted? 
If they can, then surely 
money can be wasted. 
Is a 
dollar 
spent in buying labor power to carry 
cocktails in and out of hotel dining 
rooms invested as wisely as a dollar 
spent in buying labor power to help 
build a railroad? 


The Courier-Journal's gilded youth 
can run through $1,000,000 in a year 
or he can build a factory, put 500 men' 
and women to work and manufacture 
an article of commerce that will add 
to the comfort of mankind. 
It can be 
contended that $1,000,000 spent for 
champagne, chorus girl dinners, taxi- 
cab hire and theater parties makes em- 
ployment for vinters, caterers, chauf- 
feurs and actors. That is true; but the 
money goes to maintain a" parasitical 


class that could be dispensed with in 
case of emergency. 


The world has a genuine need of 
actors, caterers and chauffeurs, but 
railroads are of more social value than 
champagne; clothing factories are of 
more value than theaters; telephones 
are moi'e valuable than taxicabg. 


A million dollars is stored up labor, 
stored up capital and stored up land. 
I.abor, capital and laric". can be used to 
add to the wqrld's wealth and comfort. 
Labor, capital and land also can be 
used to corrupt society, maintain para- 
sites and spread misery and degrada- 
tion. There is such a thing as waste.

New Constitution Bill is 
Passed by Senate, 
34 to 14. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 1.—The bill provid- 
ing for the holding of a convention in 
Indianapolis next .January to revise the 
constitution of Indiana was passed, in 
the senate at 5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon following three hours of debate. 
The vote was 34 to 14. 
Seven repub- 
licans and seven democrats cast the op- 
posing votes. 


The bill, having already passed the 
house of representatives, uow awaits on- 
ly the signature of Governor Goodrich 
to make it a law. The governor has been 
a strong advocate of a constitutional 
convention and he will sign the bill as 
Soon as it reaches him.

Damaging 
Testimony

Prosecutor Against John Spahr. 


Huntington, Ind., Feb. I.—That John

He told further of seeing Spahr come 
out of the back door as Littler and lii# 
father-in-law, Mr. Cline, drove up on Lee 
street in an automobile. After Littler 
and his fathr-in-Iaw entered the house, 
he said, 8pahr went back into the house.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—Follow- 
ing is official text of German note ad- 
dressed 
to 
Secretary 
Ijansing 
^and 
signed by Count von Bernstorff. 
It is 
identical with the note given to Am- 
bassador Gerard at Berlio by the Ger- 
man foreign office: 


Mr. Secretary of State; 
Tour ex- 
cellency was good enoughr to transmit 
to the Imperial government a copy of 
the message which the president of the 
United States of America addressed to 
the senate on the 22d inst. 


The imperial government has given 
it'the earnest consideration which the 
president's 
statements 
desetrve, 
in- 
spired as they are by a deep sentiment 
of responsibility. 


It Is highly gratifying to the im- 
perial government to ascertain 
that 
the main tenden«ies of this important 
statement correspond largely 
to 
the 
desires and 
principles 
professed 
by 
Germany. 
These principles especially 
include self-government and equality 
of rights for all nMions. 


Germany would be sincerely glad if, 
in recognition of t.his principle, coun- 
tries like Ireland aiid India, which do 
not enjoy the benefits of political in- 
dependence should 
now obtain 
their 
freedom. 


The German people also repudiate all 
alliances which serve to force the coun- 
tries into a competition for .might and 
to involve them in a jiet of selfish in- 
trigues. 


On the other hand. Germany will 
gladly co-operate in all efforts to pre- 
vent future wars. 
The freedom of the 
seas, being a preliminary condition of 
the free existence of nations and the 
peaceful intercourse between them, as 
well as the open door for the com- 
merce of all nations, has always formed 
part of the leading principles of Ger- 
man.v'.s political program. 


All the more the imperial govern- 
ment regrets that the attitude of her 
enemies, who are so entirely opposed 
to peace, makes it impossible for the 
world at present to bring about the 
realization of these lofty ideals. 


and had set down as a basis the guar- 
anty of existence, honor, and free de- 
velopment 
of 
their 
peoples. 
Their 
aims, as has been expressly stated in 
the note of Dec. 12, 1916, were not di- 
rected towards the destruction or an- 
nihilation of their enemies, and. were, 
according to their conviction, perfectly 
compatible with the rights of the other 
nations. 


As to Belgium, for which such warm 
and cordial sympathy is felt in the 
United States, the chancellor had de- 
clared only a 
few 
weeks 
previously 
that its annexation had never formed 
part 
of 
Germany's 
intentions. 
The 
peace to be signed with "Belgium was 
to provide for such conditions in that 
country, with which Germany destines 
to maintain friendly neighborly rela- 
tions, that Belgium should not be used 
again by Germany's enemies for the 
purpose of instigating continuous ho.«?- 
tile intrigues. 


Such precautionary measures are all 
the 
more 
necessary 
as 
Germany's 
enemies have repeatedly stated 
not 
only in speeches delivered by 
their 
leading men, but also in the statutes of 
the economical conference in 
Paris, 
that it is their intention not to treat 
Germany as an equal, even after peace 
has been restored, but to continue their 
hostile attitude and especially to wage

A new situation has thus ^been created 
which forces Germany to new decisions. 


Since two years and a half England is 
using her navaF power for a criminal at- 
tempt to force Germany into submission 
by starvation. 


In brutal contempt of 
international 
law, the group of powers led by Eng- 
land does not only curtail the legitimate 
trade of their opponents but they also, 
by ruthless 
pressure, 
compel neutral 
countries either to altogether forego ev- 
ery trade not agreeable to the entente 
powers or to limit it according to their 
arbitrary decrees. 


The American government knows the 
steps which have been taken to cause 
England and her allies to return to the 
rules of international law and to respect 
the freedom of the seas. 


The English government, however, in- 
sists upon continuing its war of starva- 
tion, which does not at all aflTect the 
military 
power of its opponents, 
but 
compels women and children, the sick 
and the aged, to suffer for their country 
pain.s and privations which endanger the 
vitality of the nation. 


Thus British tyranny mercilessly in- 
creases the sufferings of the world, in- 
different to the laws of humanity, in- 
different to the protest of the neutrals, 
whom 
they 
severely harm, indifferent 
even to the silent 
longing 
for peace 
among England's own allies. 


Each 
day 
of 
the' terrible struggle 
causes new destruction, new sufferings. 
Each day shortening the war will on 
both sides preserve tiie life of thousands 
of brave soldiers and be a benfit to man- 
kind. 


The imperial 
government 
could not 
justify before, its own conscience, before 
ifche German people, and before history 
the neglect of any means destined to 
bring about the end of the war. 
Like 


the president of the United States, t h e 
imperial government had hoped to reach 
this goal by negotiations. 


After the attempts to come to an un- 
derstanding with the 
entente 
powers 
have been answered by the latter with 
the announcement of an intensified con- 
tinuation of the war, the imperial gov- 
ernment—in order to serve the welfare 
of mankind in a higher sense and not to 
wrong its own people, is now compelled 
to continue the fight for existence, again 
forsed upon it, with the full employ- 
ment of all the weapons which are at 
its disposal. 


Sincerely trusting that the people and 
government of the United States will 
understand the motives for this decision 
and its necessity, the imperial govern- 
ment hopes that the United States may 
view the new situation from the lofty 
heights of impartiality and assist 
on 
their part, to prevent further misery and 
unavoidable sacrifice of human - life.

The owners are to be 
privileged to dispose of their goods 
outside of the state, where such sale 
does not conflict with other state or 
federal laws.

adopted by viva voce vote. 


Senator English then proposed an 
amendment referring the question to 
a popular vote, to be held the third

1917.

proposal was defeated on a roll call,« 
30 to 15. 


Senator Kinder's proposed amend- 
ment was intended, he said, to make 
the penaltiees of the 
bill 
operative 
against railroads at the

they are opeerativev against persons, 
firms or corporatioins.

of certain rabbits that have been ex- 
tensively advertised as fur producers. 
Replies to such inquiries have stated 
that the demand for rabbit fur is such 
as to make it pay to save the pelts 
of domestic rabbits killed for food, but 
that raising rabbits for the f u r alone 
would be unprofitable with any known 
breed. 
Some facts about the trade in 
rabbit skins will be of interest in this 
connection. 


More skins of rabbits are collected 
and sold annually than of all other 
fur 
animals 
combined. 
Before 
the 
present war Great 
Britain 
imported 
each year from 70,000,000 to 90,000,- 
000 skins, while the home production 
added 30,000,000 more. 
The import- 
ed supply came from Australia 
and 
the 
nearer 
European 
countries. 
France, Belgium, Germany, the Unit- 
ed State.';, 
and other 
countries, also 
use largo quantities of this fur. 
The 
bulk of it is sold in bales, 
bringing 
from 10 cents to 50 cents a 
pound, 
dependent on coloi- iind quality. 
The 
better class of skins .sell by the dozen, 
bringing 50 ccnt.s to $1, that is, le.ss 
than 10 ccnts each. 


Baled rabbit furs are bought large- 
ly for felting i)urposes, the fur being 
made into cloth or coarse hats, while 
the skins are utilized for manufactur- 
ing glue. 
Fine 
hat.s 
are 
made of 
nutria (the fur of the South American 
coypu) 
or of nutria and 
rabbit 
fur 
mi.xed. 
The fnr of the common wild 
rabbits of America does not felt well 
and is in slight demand. 
Whole .skins 
of these animals seldow .sell for more 
than 1 or 2 cents each. 


The better kinds of rabbit skins are 
u.spd for making fur garments, which, 
when made up, are commonly sold a.s 
"cony." but often under other 
trade 
names. 
White skins are made up in 
imitation of arctic fox. or, sheared, in 
imitation of ermine. 
Gray rabbits are 
d.ved brown or 
black 
and 
become 
"Baltic black fox" or "i?altic 
brown 
fox;" sealtdyed, they become 
"inland 
seal," "electric seal." "coast seal" or 
"near-.seal." 
Reputable furriers avoid 
such names, or, 
if 
they use them, 
frankly 
explain 
that 
the goods are 
cony 
or 
rabbit. 
These 
garments, 
while handsome and comfortable, have 
little durability 
and 
a r e 
therefore 
cheap. 


Statements to the effect that cer- 
tain breeds of rabbits produce pelts 
of high marWet value are unwarrant- 
ed.

The Associated Press;—Considerable in- 
terest has been caused in .Japan by the 
arrival and activities of three Mexican.s, 
who represent the goveriunent of Gen- 
eral Carranza, and who are .«aid to be 
making 
exten.sive 
purchases 
in 
be- 
lialf of 
their 
ocuntry. 
According to 
the information at Tokio the prospective 
purchases include munitions of war—am- 
munition, 
rifles 
and artillery—and a 
steamship, in addition to machinery for 
agriculture and industrial purpose.«. 


The Mexican agents, who are in charge 
of Colonel Carpio, are reported to have 
succeeded in their quest for rifles and 
even for a steamship. It had been un- 
derstood that they were negotiating for 
the freight steamer Kotohira Maru, a 
vessel of some 3,000 tons, and the an- 
nouncement that 
thi.s steamer 
cleared 
from Yokohama on .January 2, with its 
declared destination as Salina Cruz, Mex- 
ico, was accepted in some quarters as 
proof that the negotiations were suc- 
cessful. The manifest gave the cargo as 
general merchandise and machinery, but 
the report was currcnt at Tokio that the 
vessel had on board a number of rifles, 
estimated at 25,000 consigned to the Car- 
ranza government. 
This report 
could 
not be confirmed here. 


In respon.se to inquiries by The Asso- 
ciated Press the Mexican 
legation 
at 
Tokio denied that the Kotohira 
Maru 
carried aiiy rifles. 
Tlie legation admit- 
ted that the steamer had sailed for Mex- 
ico but said that her cargo Avas coutined 
to general merchandise and mai-hinory, 
consigned to a company in Mexico.

; dehvered to the Huerta government, but 
¡before other consignments were possible 
' the European Avar broke out.

terfered witli the delivery of fiirther or- 
ders to Mexico. 
Some tiO.OOO rifles or- 
iginally intended for that country were 
sold to Russia and France and the weap- 
ons that went to Russia are now being 
used by the Russian troops on duty in 
northern Manchuiia.

It Is impossible to draw a plan of a 
•airy house that will meet the require- 
oients of evpry individual 
case. 
In 
order to design a plan properly, it is 
necessarj"^ to know the size of the herd, 
how the product is to be disposed of 
( w h e t h e r 
as whole milk,

or 
butter), the location of the b a m . well, 
etc.

Cool nights and

f t o r a g e of sugar in the beets.

great danger f r o m extreme cold in the 
<aU is t h a t the beets may be frozen in 
the ground. 
This 
sometimes 
occurs 
and causes considerable 
loss

grower. 
Every grower should aim to 
get his beets out 
and, 
if 
necessary 
•siloed before freesring w e a t h e r sets in. 
If 
the roots 
themselves 
freeze, 
no 
great a m o u n t of d a m a g e will 
result, 
j provided they remain frozen until they 
are worked t h r o u g h t h e mill, but if 
they alternately freeze and thaw, they 
will soon blacken, decay, and

F R E S H F R U I T IS A M V E , 
HOW TO TREAT SCOUBS. 


The results of fruit-handling inves- 
tigations during the past few seasons 
show that the most important factor 
in determining the condition of either 
fruits or vegetables in transit and a f t e r 
arrival on the m a r k e t is the t e m p e r a - j 
ture maintained in 
refrigerator 
cars j 
during transportation. 
All fresh fruit 
is alive, and the life,activities continue 
with greater or less rapidity until it 
goes into consumption; the 
t e m p e r a - 
tures maintained in transit determine 
to a great 
degree 
both 
the rate 
of 
ripening and the development of fungi 
and other decay-producing organisms. 


T H E LIBERAIiliY F E D HEN. 


A productive hen requires f r o m 70 
to 80 pounds of feed a year. 
If she 
gets only 40 to 50 pounds, she will 
simply .satisfy h e r body requirements. 
She will not lay eggs. The scantily fed 
hen Ls a poor investment. 
It is only 
the liberally fed hen t h a t yields the 
profit.

Some have claimed that the arseni- 
cal and coal tar dips can be used in 
the case of large h e r d s which can not 
readily be treated by direct removal of 
the grubs. 
It still r e m a i n s to be de- 
termined, however, w h e t h e r 
practical 
m e a n s of eradication can be m a d e by 
t h e use of dips. 
Dips applied d u r i n g 
spring and s u m m e r will no doubt kill 
m a n y maggots, and eggs which a r e at- 
tached to hairs on the animals' bodies.

York, with an effort to impress upon 
the American people how compara- 
tively insignificant have been their con- 
tributions for Belgian relief. 


A.s compared with a profit of $30,- 
000,000 which has come to America 
through the spending hero of $150,- 
000.000 by the relief commission in the 
purchase of supplies for Belgium, the 
public benevolence in America towards 
Belgium has amoimted to only $0,000,- 
000. 
Such were the figures Mr. Hoo- 
ver presented. 


"Gentlemen, Europe has begun to 
take stock of us," said he, in compar- 
ing these figures with American claims 
to idealism, devotion to humanity, and 
great benevolence. 


It was true that Americans 
had 
opened the door to Belgium, but time 
and again the door had been threat- 
ened to close, and Mr. Hoover declared 
that the financial future of the organ- 
ization gave untold anxiety. 


"Today," he said, "we must have 
117,000,000 to 118,000,000 a month— 
an additional $3,000,000 to $5,000,000 
over the subsidies which are now being 
received through the allied govern- 
ments. 


"Five months ago we appealed to 
the American people find only $1,- 
000,000 a month towards the cost of 
the extra imports 
needed 
for 
little 
children, but despite 
the 
efforts of 
thousands of devoted supporters in 
the United States the apathy of the 
country caused failure even for this 
moderate sum. 
Yet within a month I 
have stood ashamed before a thou- 
sand Belgian children who, on my 
entrance upon their daily meal war- 
bled the opening stanza of the Star 
Spangled Banner." 


Mr. Hoover concluded by asking the 
American people for a truly "proper 
representation" In the provision of 
$6,000,000 a month with which to sup- 
port the destitute, and added: 
"I 
want the American people to be pre- 
pared , in emergency to loan another 
110,000,000 a month which will be re- 
paid." 


"We never have seen a day," he de- 
clares,'"when our finance was certain 
for sixty days ahead, nor In two yearb' 
time when our contracts did not ex- 
ceed our assets from ' five to twenty 
million dollars.

that it was the national duty for Amer- 
ica, who stood out unharmed in This 
vast swelter, to keep alight the lamp 
of humanity.

000,000 has come to our hand from 
the public benevolence of the world 
and less than $9,000.000 of this sum 
has come from the American people.

The gieat bulk of this ex- 
penditure has been furnished by the 
allied

and

debited to the Belgian government or 
to the communes or municipalities in 
northern France which have received 
its benfit.s.

"Of this vast sum of money we have 
spent over $150,000,000 in the United 
States in the purchase of supplies and 
of this sum America has made a .var 
profit of at least $30.000.000.

begun 
to 
take 
stock of us. 
We laid claim to ideal- 
ism, a devotion to humanity and to 
great benevolence. 


"Now, tinally, gentlemen. 1 wish to 
put to you 
a phase of the matter 
which I i-egard as of deep national 
importance and one vastly wider than 
the relief. 
The result of this war will 
be that America will be rich, inosper- 
ou.s, wealthy, anil will have made un- 
told millions of this wealth out of the 
woe and swelter of Kurope. 
It i.s true 
enough that we were not responsible 
for this war. 
On the other hand, we 
ha\ e niade large profits out of this mis- 
fortune. 
The justification of any rit ii 
man in the community is his trustee- 
ship to the community for hi.s wealth. 
The ' justification of Amcrica to the 
world community today is her trus- 
teeship to the world community for j 
the property which she holds. 


"The ownership of this vealth car- 
ries serious dangers in times to come 
and it behooves its trustees to take 
account of its iesponsibjlities. 
There 
is growing up and there has grown up 
in Europe a note of bitterne.ss which 
will serlou.sly affcct our whole rela- 
tions with Europe for years to «-ome. 
The only amelioration to this bitter- 
ne-s.s possible i.s for this country to 
properly assume its burden 
towards 
the helpless in Europe. 
It is not for 
us to ciuestion the 
cause of 
their 
ifilsery; it is our duty to save. 
The 
money which has come to us from 
these people is money in trust and 
unless Americans recognize this trust 
she will pay deauly and bittei ly for its 
possession. 


' T h e 
justification 
of 
American 
riches can only be "her requital of the 
obligation which come.s with riches, 
and this requital should not be alone 
her duty but should be her crown. 
Gentlemen, if I and my colleagues are 
to carry the weight of thi.4 i)rganiza- 
tion in its direction and vu.st admin- 


istrative detail we have not the time 
even had we the capacity to arouse 
fhe ai)at'iy of our countrymen. 
The 
American amba.ssador.s. Page, Whit- 
lock and Gerard, my colleagues and 
myself, have done our duty. 
It is up 
to our country to say whether or not 
this work, the greatest work which 
America has ever undertaken in the 
name of humanity, shall through its 
pretentions become a word of con- 
tempt.

Washington, Feb. 1.—Prefacing a 


prepared address on world peace to- 
day. Senator McCumber, republican, 
of North Dakota, referred to the Ger- 
man submarine blockade and declared 
that while it was inopportune for the 
senate to 
invade the field of di- 


plomacy, it was more than ever de- 
sirable for it to aid the president in 
securing world peace. 


"We awakened this morning," said 


Senator McCumber, "to meet a situ- 
ation so critical as to warrant our 
laying aside all ordinary business of 
legislation and giving our earnest 
consideration to the grave and'vital 
matters in which the nation already 
is Involved and matters in which our 
future peace may be a.t stake. 


"The note received last night from 


one of the belligerents foreshadows 
an era of slaughter and starvation far 
beyond anything that the world has 
yet wtnesised and brings home to us 
with further force the necessity for 
the efforts of the president to check 
further slaughter and to bring about 
peace. 


"We should leave no word unspoken 


and no act undone to impress upon 
the battling nations the necessity for 
ending this horrible war and for them 
to Join with us to bring about a last- 
Ing peace." 


Senator 
McCumber 
declared 
he 


favored the idea of world enforced 
peace, but did not believe either the 
United Stales or any other great na- 
tion would favor the conditions pro- 
posed by the president under which 
this government would come into a 
league. ,

Hunsel's confectionery store, with the

second floor. Mr. Hunsel and 


family also lived on the second floor. 
Phil Walters' restaurant and pool room 
occupied tho Penten building. 


Firemen worked all night and late

Shut OB Food Supply 111 60 Days. 
Now,

land with a fleet ot submarines which 
they estimate at between 300 and 500 
and they think they can cut off the 
food supply of the British Isles com- 
pletely within sixty days. 


American officials are not convinced 


that Germany's announcement of a 
campaign of ruthlessness reveals the 
entire situation. There have been in- 
timations of dissension between the en- 
tente allies, all of which, however, have 
been officially denied and there are 
other circumstances which have come 
into possession of the American gov- 
ernment but are not being disclosed 
which give ground for the possibility 
that the new submarine blockade may 
be, only the forerunner of something 
else equally startling. 


Something Else Coming? 


Neither is there any assurance that 


the new warfare will be confined to 
changes on the seas. The air of con- 
fidence which was openly expressed at 
thejjerman embassy was generally In- 
terpreted aa an indication that the 
Berlin government was very sure of the 
success of Its plans. 


The new crisis, however, brings new 


dangers to the very shores of the 
United States, where a score or more 
German and Austrian ships have been 
laid up since the beginning of the war 
and where several German commerce 
raiders are interned. Reports of ships 
being arranged secretly for a dash to 
sea, of plots to sink them at their 
wharves or to block American harbors 
by destroying them in the channels 
have been under investigation for many 
months.

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Grave With Possibilities. 


It is-manifestly useless to attempt to minimize the gravity of the 


situation-for the United States which has heen precipitated by Ger- 
many's announcement of a future policy of unrestricted submarine 
warfare. So far as America is concerned, the fact that the step has 
been taken because of the flouting of German peace proffers by the 
allied governments, or because of the German belief that retaliation 
for tlip English blockade is held imperative as a means of national 
preservation docs not mitigate its possible consequences. The portent 
is wholly ominous so far as America is concerned. It is a cancellation 
of the pledge which Germany gave President Wilson at the termina- 
tion of harrcwing negotiations earlier in the war, and an utter rejec- 
tion of the claim of neutral arid civilian rights to the seas for which 
the president has contended. 


It is now recalled that in her final note governing the Sussex case 


Germany extended her pledges of immunity to cover all peaceful 
merchant craft, but coupled it with the declaration that if what she 
termed Great Britain's illegal blockade were maintained, the resultant 
situation might be one in which she would reserve full liberty of ac- 
tion. Germany's present course signifies that she believes that time 
has arrived ,andshe has taken the step. The test is to come. The out- 
come no man can foresee. No American will ask more or expect less 
than a proper maintenance of national dignity, honor and justice. 
Again and again since the world war began we have been drawn per- 
ilously near the brink, yet happily there has been found a means of 
avoiding a rupture. It may still be so. In this new crises we believe 
Washington may be trusted to calmly and dispassionately address it- 
Self to still another of the monumental problems which conflict abroad 
has forced upon us. 


The fight for constitutional revision is won. The state senate, by 


a vote of 34 to 14, has passed the bill for a constitutional convention 
to be held next year, which had already gone through the house, and 
it is known that Governor Goodrich will sign the measure as soon as 
it is presented to him. The Sentinel believes the legislature has acted 
wisely in paving the way for the re-writing of the state's charter, to 
the cud that Indiana may have a more modern form of government. 
But iii its action the legislature has placed upon the people an exact- 
ing'responsibility—that, of selecting delegates to the constitutional 
Convention. Whether the new constitution to be submitted shall be 
good or bad depends wholly on the calibre of the men who compose the 
Constitutional convention. From the outset it should be insisted that 
these? places as delegates are not political honors to be contested for af- 
ter the.manner of political office. There is call for the sanest, the 
brainiest and the most substantial citizenship in this capacity. It is 
not too early to begin thinking about the men who will measure up to 
the job and who will most fitly represent the counties iu the pcr- 
formaiit-'C of the exacting task of framing a new constitution for In- 
diana. 


Total recommendations of $1,02-1,140 made by the legislative vit- 


itation committee for the operation of the various state institutions 
during the coming period is $91,975 under the figures appropriated by 
the 1915 legislature. The committee, of course, invariably trims down 
the requests made bjr the institutions, and its advice is usually fol- 
lowed by the legislature. If it shall prove possible to operate them at 
a lesser cost than has been entailed during the past two years, well 
and good, but the man who is forced to miet steadily advancing costs 
in the conduct of his own affairs may be excused for wondering how 
they're going to be able to do it without seriously hampering the de- 
velopment and the usefulness of the institutions. 


Mr. Perkins and Mr. Colby still believe the republican national 


organization is out of tune with the spirit of the times and they have 
asked for a meeting of the full committee "to discuss fully and open- 
ly the important questions that confront our country today." In 
short, Mr. Perkins and Mr. Colby desire to know in advance whether 
the progressives are to be given a show for their lives, or whether they 
are to be promptly kicked down stairs again. It will be admitted, 
too, that their desire for information on this subject is neither sur- 
prising nor unreasonable.

"Reservists," has won much, notice 
since the king and Venizelos have 
been wrangling over the internal and 
external affairs of Greece.

of the rite asserted in the newspapers 
that "only harm can result to the 
king's cause from this uncouth piece 
of political savagery, owing to the 
painful Impression which it will pro- 
duce upon the civilized world."

Eeply by Berlin to 


Wilson's Peace Note 


Washington. D. C-, Feb. 1.—Follow- 


ing is official text of German note ad- 
dressed to Secretary Lansing and 
signed by Count von Bernstorff. It is 
identical with the note given to Am- 
bassador Gerard at Berlin by the Ger- 
man foreign office: 


Mr. Secretary of State: 
Tour ex- 


cellency was good enough to transmit 
to the imperial government a copy of 
the message which the president of the 
United States of America addressed to 
the senate on the 22d inst. 


The imperial government has given 


it the earnest consideration which the 
president's statements deserve, 
in- 


spired as they are by a deep sentiment 
of responsibility. 


It Is highly gratifying to the im- 


perial government to ascertain that 
the main tendencies of this important 
statement correspond largely to the 
desires and principles professed by 
Germany. These principles especially 
include self-government and equality 
of rights for all nations. 


Germany would be sincerely glad if, 


in recognition of this principle, coun- 
tries like Ireland and .India, which do 
not enjoy the benefits' of political in- 
dependence should no\w obtain their 
freedom. 


The German people also repudiate all 


alliances which serve to force the coun- 
tries into a competition for might and 
to involve them in a net of selfish in- 
trigues. 


On the other hand. Germany will 


gladly co-operate in all efforts to pre- 
vent future wars. The freedom of the 
seas, being a preliminary condition of 
the free existence of nations anil the 
peaceful intercourse between them, as 
well as the open door for the com- 
merce of all nations, has always formed 
part of the leading principles of Ger- 
many's political program. 


All the more the imperial govern- 


ment regrets that the attitude of her 
enemies, who are so entirely opposed 
to peace, makes it impossible for the 
world nt present to brir.g about the 
realization of these lofty ideals. 


and had set down as a basis tlie guar- 
anty of existence, honor, and free de- 
velopment of their peoples. 
Their 


aims, as has been expressly stated in 
the note of Dec. 12, 1916, were not di- 
rected towards the destruction or an- 
nihilation of their enemies, and were, 
according to their conviction, perfectly 
compatible with the rights of the other 
nations. 


As to Belgium, for which such warm 


and cordial sympathy is felt in the 
United States, the chancellor had de- 
clared only a few weeks previously 
that its annexation had never formed 
part of Germany's intentions. 
The 


peace to be signed with Belgium was 
to provide for such conditions in that 
country, with which Germany desires 
to maintain friendly neighborly rela- 
tions, that Belgium should not be used 
again by Germany's enemies for the 
purpose of Instigating continuous hoy- 
tile intrigues. 


Such precautionary measures are all 


the more necessary as Germany's 
enemies have repeatedly stated not 
only in speeches delivered by their 
leading men, but also in the statutes of 
the economical conference in Paris, 
that it is their intention not to treat 
Germany as an equal, even after peace 
has been restored, but to continue their 
hostile attitude and especially to wage 


Germany and her allies were ready 


to enter now into a discussion of peace

her. 


The attempt of the four (central) al- 


lied powers to bring about peace has 
failed owing to the lust of conquest of 
their enemies, who desired to dictate the 
conditions of peace. Under the pretense 
of following their real aims in this way 
—viz: to dismember and dishonor Ger- 
many, Austrria-Hungary, Turkey and 
Bulgaria. 


To the wish of reconciliation they op- 


pose the will of destruction. They de- 
sire a fight to the bitter end. 


A new situation has thus been created 


which force* Germany to new decisions. 


Since two years and a half England is 


using her naval power for a criminal at- 
tempt to force Germany into submission 
by starvation. 


In brutal contempt of international 


law, the group of powers led by Eng- 
land does not only curtail the legitimate 
trade of their opponents but they also, 
by ruthless pressure, 
compel neutral 


countries either to altogether forego ev- 
ery trade not agreeable to the entente 
powers or to limit it according to their 
arbitrary decrees. 


The American government knows the 


steps which have been -taken to cause 
England and her allies to return to the 
rules of international law and to respect 
the freedom of the seas. 


The English government, however, in- 


sists upon continuing its war of starva- 
tion, which does not at all affect the 
military power of its opponents, but 
compels women and children, the sick 
and the aged, to suffer for their country 
pains and privations which endanger the 
vitality of the nation. 


Thus British tyranny mercilessly in- 


creases the sufferings of the world, in- 
different to the laws of, humanity, in- 
different to the protest of the neutrals, 
whom they severely harm, indifferent 
even to the silent 
longing for peace 


among England's own allies. 


Each day 
of the terrible struggle 


causes new destruction, new sufferings. 
Each day shortening the war will on 
both sides preserve the life of thousands 
of brave soldiers and be a bcnfit to man- 
kind. 


The imperial government 
could not 


justify before its own conscience, before 
the German people, and before history 
the neglect of any means destined to 
bring about the end of the war. Like 


the president of the United States, the 
imperial government had hoped to reach 
this goal by negotiations. 


After the attempts to come to an un- 


derstanding with the entente 
powers 


have been answered by the latter with 
the announcement of an intensified con- 
tinuation of the war, the imperial gov- 
ernment—in order to serve the welfare 
of mankind in a higher sense and not to 
wrong ita own people, is now compelled 
to continue the fight for existence, again 
foreed upon it, with the full employ- 
ment of all the weapons which are at 
its disposal. 


Sincerely trusting that the people and 


government of the United States will 
understand the motives for this decision 
and its necessity, the imperial govern- 
ment hopes that the United States may 
view the new situation from -the lofty 
heights of impartiality and assist on 
their part, to prevent further misery and 
unavoidable sacrifice of human life.

Washington, Feb. 1.—The United 


States department of agriculture dur- 
ing the past few months, has received 
many" inquiries regarding the merits 
of certain rabbits that have been ex- 
tensively advertised as fur producers. 
Replies to such Inquiries have stated 
that the demand for rabbit fur is such 
as to make it pay to save the pelts 
of domestic rabbits killed for food, but 
that raising rabbits for the fur alone 
would be unprofitable with any known 
breed. Some facts about the trade In 
rabbit skins will be of interest in this 
connection. 


More skins of rabbits are collected 


and sold annually than of all other 
fur 
animals combined. Before the 


present war Great Britain imported 
each year from 70,000,000 to 90,000,- 
000 skins, while the home production 
added 30,000,000 more. The import- 
ed supply came from Australia and 
the 
nearer 
European 
countries. 


France, Belgium, Germany, the Unit- 
ed States, and other countries, also 
use large quantities of this fur. The 
bulk of it is sold in bales, bringing 
from 10 cents to 50 cents a pound, 
dependent on color and quality. The 
better class of skins sell by the dozen, 
bringing 50 cents to $1, that is, less 
than 10 cents each. 


Baled rabbit furs are bought large- 


ly for felting purposes, the fur being 
made into cloth or coarse hats, whilfc 
the skins are utilized for manufactur- 
ing glue. 
Fine hats are made of 


nutria (the fur of the South American 
coypu) or of nutria and rabbit fur 
mixed. The fur of the common wild 
rabbits of America does not felt well 
and is in slipht demand. Whole skins

men and women could yield to sin, bo- 
cause of the certainty that it must find 
them out," he said. "Yet such is the 
Jfrip of sin on every man that without 
Uod's salvation all men are its slaves. 
Before God can accept the sinner he 
must confess his sin. Neither sacrifice, 
nor anything else can be acceptable to 
God until sin is confessed. There is no 
human covering for sin; those who re- 
ject God's covering now must face Him 
in judgment. The Bible defines sin as 
"Sin is the transgression of tho law"; 
"All unrighteousness is sin"; "Whatso- 
ever is not of faith is sin"; "To him that 
knowcth to do good and docth it not. 
to him it is sin"; and, "Sin, because they 
believe not in Me." 


"Confession of sin brings forgiveness 


of sin," he continued. "This brings three 
assurances: First, the righteous pcnallv 
of sin inflicted on a substitute; scrond, 
the righteousness of Christ imputed to 
us; and third, the life of Christ import- 
ed by tho Holy Spirit."

No definition of profits ha-i yet been I 
reached nor have they decided what | 
basis shall be used in calculating the 
rate. 


These, however, are details. 
The principle, which is revolutionary

country, should be clearly understood.

Most Dairymen Realize That in Order to Produce Milk or Cream of the Best Quality it is Desirable to Have a Dairy House so Constructed and Equipped That the 


Products May Be Cared for in the Most Convenient and Satisfactory Manner—Details of an Excellent Dairy House. 


It Is impossible to draw a plan of a 


Salry house that will meet the require- 
ments of every individual case. In 
order to design a plan properly, it is 
necessary to know the size of the herd, 
how the product is to be disposed ot 
(whether as whole milk, cream, or 
butter), the location of the barn, well, 
etc. However, there are a few general 
principles that should be followed in 
the building of any dairy house. 


Location— Altho the dairy house 


The building should be so parti- 


tioned that the milk room, wash room, 
and boiler room are separate. The 
rooms should be well lighted by win- 
dows, and ventilation should be sup- 
plied by an opening placed in the ceil- 
ing of each room. Each ventilator 
should be fitted with some sort of 
damper to regulate its action.

Making Butter. 


Selling cream necessitates the use of 


a centrifugal separator and a cooling 
tank or refrigerator. 
Making butter 


requires the additional equipment of a 
churn, and a table upon which to print 
and wrap the butter. The cooling tank 
may be built of a size depending on 
the amount of material to be kept 
cool. The cream should be cooled di- 
rectly after skimming and kept cool 
until it is delivered or ripened for 
churning, as the case may be. 


A gasoline engine may be Installed 


in the wash room to furnish power for 
separating and churning. If such an 
engine ia used, the exhaust should be 
piped through the roof of the building 
in order to avoid the possibility of the 


gasoline flavor.being absorbed by the 
cream. 


Dairy House for Bottling Milk. 
For bottling milk on the farm the 


dairy house should be larger and eon- 
tain more equipment than is required 
for the two above mentioned purposes. 
A double compartment elnk is conven- 
ient for washing and rinsing bottles. 
There should be a sterilizer for steril- 
izing all bottles before they are filled. 
This may be used also to sterilize the 
milk pails, cooler, and the bottler. The 
sterilizer may be constructed of hollow 
tile plastered with cement plaster, or 
of heavy galvanized sheet iron rein- 
forced with angle Iron. 
A drain 


should be placed in the floor of the 
sterilizer and a ventilator with a tight- 
fitting damper in the ceiling. Shelves 
may be arranged so that they will 
hold the bottles in an inverted posi- 
tion, or, if cases of the proper kind 
are used, the bottles can be put into; 


3 cases and the cases inverted. It Is I 


necessary to allow the bottles to cool 
before filling with the cold milk in 
order to prevent breakage, as well as 
to avoid warming the milk. A bot- 
tling table or small bottler may be 
used in bottling the milk. A well-con- 
structed refrigerator is necessary for 
storing the bottled milk until it is de- 
livered. 


In constructing a. refrigerator, prop- 


er insulation Is extremely important in 
order to maintain a low temperature 
and to use ice economically. Either 


cork board or water-proof lath makoi 
a very efficient insulation. These ma« 
terials can be obtained In sheets twelv* 
inches wide, thirty-six inches long, 
and two Indies thick. These sheets 
can be applied In the same way at 
lumber, and hence are very convenient 
to • use. 
A refrigerator for storing 


milk, if built on the ground, should 
have the floor Insulated with two 
inches of this material and the walla 
and celling with four inches. 
When 


putting on this insulation, it is best to 
use two layers and break the Joints In 
each direction. A slush coat ot ce- 
nrent plaster should be put In between 
the two layers and the outside covered 
with cement plaster. The doors should 
be tight-fitting 
and well-insulated. 


The ice bunker should be placed ia 
the upper part of the refrigerator, and 
the air shafts should be so constructed 
as to obtain a good circulation of air. 
The illustration 
shows the proper 


method of insulating a refrigerator 
and also the construction necessary to 
give the proper circulation of air. 


The. milk room should have som« 


sort of cooler for cooling the milk 
-rapidly to a temperature below SO" 
Fahrenheit- As the milk is put into 
the cooler supply can, it may be 
strained through cotton outing flannel 
or through absorbent cotton held be- 
tween cheesecloth. 


A separator should be installed also 


for skimming surplus miTk or to sup- 
ply cream for the cream trade. 
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GROWING SUGAR BEETS

The characteristic lumps or swell- 


ings which may be found under tho 
skin on the backs ot many cattle from 
January until April contain grubs. If 
these grubs are allowed to remain, 
they will complete their growth, drop 
to the ground and transform to heel 
flies which may rcinfcst the cattle 
during the spring and summer, ac- 
cording to T. J. Talbert of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri College of Agricul- 
ture. 
The grubs weaken the cattle, 


cause them to fall oft in flesh and 
milk, and decrease the value ot the 
hide. 
The beef in the Immediate 


vicinity of a grub becomes slimy and 
of a greenish color, and Is known to 
the butcher as "licked beef." 
On an 


average, the damage to the hides is 
placed at one-third their value and the 
loss of beef to each infested animal 
ranges from J3.00 to JG.OO.

ARGENTINE WOOL.

For those who are favorably situ- 


ated for raising turkeys, a more profit- 
able side line can hardly be found. 
Given plenty of range where the tur- 
keys can find grasshoppers and other 
nso^ls, green vegetation, tho seeds ot 
weeds and grasses, waste grain, acorns 
and nuts of various kinds, the cost of 
raising them Is very small and the 
profits large. Grain and stock farms 
are particularly well adapted to turkey 
raising, and It is on such farms that 
most of the turkeys are found. Little 
has ever been done in the way of rais- 
ing turkeys in confinement, and where 
It has been tried tho results have been 
discouraging. Plenty of range is es- 
sential to success in turkey raising. 


In selecting turkeys for breeding, 


the most important factors to be con- 
sidered are vigor, size, shape, bone, 
early maturity and color ot plumage. 
The body should be deep and wide, the 
back broad, and the breast round and 
full. The head should be of good size 
and of a clean, healthy appearance. A 
strong, well-made skeleton is shown 
by thick, sturdy shanks and straight, 
strong toes. It should be the aim of 
every turkey raiser to have a flock ot 
pure-bred turkeys, even though they 
arc sold at market prices. The male 
at the head of the flock should by all 
means be a pure-bred of the best type 
obtainable. 
The male is one-half the 


entire flock, and by continually select- 
Ing the best females of a similar type 
and mating these with a pure-bred 
male, one can soon have a flock of 
u n i f o r m l y large, early-maturing, 
strong-boned, long and deep bodied 
turkeys of the same color.

Guessing; Calls Her Latest 
of Famous String of "Pet- 
ticoat Diplomats."

Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—Mrs. 


Ruth Thompson Visconti, who made 
such a dramatic entry in the great 
American farce comedy entitled "The 
Leak, or Quick, Watson! the Needle," 
would be worth untold gold to a ro- 
mantic writer of the good old school 
of intrigue and mystery! 


She is small, attractive, quiet, silent, 


mysterious and elusive. 
She arrives 


and departs and none knows whence 
nor wither. 
She 
baffles detectives, 


subpoena servers and reporters, and 
when you feel sure she is here she 
glides for a moment into view some- 
where else. 


This used to be great stuff on the 


stage and in fiction, and may be again. 
Some of it Isn't so much fiction at 
that. Everybody that knows govern- 
ment as it really is, knows that it is 
largely a puppet play for the delight 
and diversion of a large and undis- 
criminating audience. It is perform- 
ed by a variety of pleasing and well 
dressed figures that move about the 
stage in a series of most life-like and 
refreshing stunts as if they did every- 
thing of their own "will, but all the 
time they 
are 
pulled around with 


strings, cords and wires not exhibited 
to the entranced spectators. 


Sometimes the hands that pull these 


string are a woman's small hands 
that make history and pass away and 
are forgotten. But the results of their 
manipulation, maneuvers and secret 
designs last always thereafter. Madanie 
de Maintenon, the duchess of Marl- 
borough, BOBS of Harwick, the fair 
Gabrielle, and all that sort of thing I 
mean. They show still In a fashion- 
able avenue in Paris the house where 
a red-haired woman in the days of the 
second empire used to settle treaties 
and determine the policies of Europe, 
and all the time she no better than 
she ought to be! 


It's more of «. European plot than 


an American, but there have been 
some 
women in our own history. 


President Arthur was a widower, but 
General Adam Badeau charged that 
it was a petticoat administration, al- 
though the woman he said dominated 
everything was never brought before 
the public. Bedeau lost his job in that 
administration and charged his trou- 
bles to the same fair lady of Washing- 
ton. 


The secret of the whisky ring scan- 


dal, which clouded the closing years 
of Grant's second administration were 
understood to have been betrayed first 
by a woman, the discarded friend of 
one of the ringsters. 


In the fiftieth congress one of the 


republican leaders, a senator, made 
up his mind that he would deliver a 
speech on a pending nucstion of na- 
tional policy that would shako the 
nation, because 
it would put his 


party Into a position from which it 
could hardly escape except by doing 
the thing the senator wanted to have 
done. His secretary, with whom he 
prepared the speech, had formed a 
friendship with a certain catty, red- 
ha.ired lady that spent her time In 
mysterious pursuits In Washington.

the footlights.

anti-corporation bills and they never 
mixed up in other affairs.

RELIEFTOBELGIANS 


American Gifts Thus Far 


Have Been Comparative- 


ly Insignificant. 


New York, Feb. 1.—The first public 


address which Herbert 
C. 
Hoover, 


chairman of the American commission 
for the relief of Belgium, has made in 
the United States since tho war began 
was delivered today before the cham- 


ber of commerce of the state of New 
York, with an effort to impress upon 
the American people how compara- 
tively insignificant have been their con- 
tributions for Belgian relief. 


As compared with a profit of $30,- 


000,000 which has come to America 
through the spending here of $150,- 
000,000 by the relief commission in the 
purchase of supplies for Belgium, the 
public benevolence in America towards 
Belgium has amounted to only $9,000,- 
000. 
Such were the figures Mr. Hoo- 


ver presented. 


"Gentlemen, Europe has begun to 


take stock of us," said he, in compar- 
ing these figures with American claims 
to idealism, devotion to humanity, and 
great benevolence. 


It was true that Americans had 


opened the door to Belgium, but time 
and again the door had been threat- 
ened to close, and Mr. Hoover declared 
that the financial future of the organ- 
ization gave untold anxiety. 


"Today," he said, "we must have 


$17,000,000 to $18,000,000 a month— 
an additional $3,000,000 to $5,000,000 
over the subsidies which are now being 
received through the allied govern- 
ments. 


"Five months ago we appealed to 


the American people find only $1,- 
000,000 a month towards the cost of 
the extra imports 
needed for little 


children, but despite 
the 
efforts of 


thousands of devoted supporters in 
the United States the apathy of the 
country caused failure even for this 
moderate sum. Yet within a month I 
have stood ashamed before a thou- 
sand Belgian children who, on my 
entrance upon their daily meal war- 
bled the opening stanza of the Star 
Spangled Banner." 


Mr. Hoover concluded by asking the 


American people for a truly "proper 
representation" 
in the provision of 


$6,000,000 a month with which to sup- 
port the destitute, and added: 
"I 


want the American people to be pre- 
pared in emergency to loan another 
$10,000,000 a month which will be re- 
paid." 


"Wo never have seen a day," he de- 


clares, "when our finance was certain 
for sixty days ahead, nor in two years' 
time when our contracts did not ex- 
ceed our assets from five to twenty 
million dollars. The Belgian relief is 
haunted In every aark hour by tho 
grim tragedy of poswlble failure. 


"Americans opened tho door to Bel- 


gium and have founded and sustained 
this enterprise in its 
administrative 


and in its political phases. 
AVe I'ult 


that it was the national duty for Amer- 
ica, who stood out unharmed in this 
vast swelter, to keep alight the lamp 
of humanity. 
Of tho 
$250.000.000 


spent in this work approximately $30.- 
000,000 has come to our hand from 
the public benevolence of the world 
and less than S9.000..000 of this sum 
has come from the American people. 
And with the exception of one great 
gift of $1.000.000 it has been the little 
rills of charity of the poor towards 
the poor. The great bulk of this ex- 
penditure has been furnished by the 
allied governments and 
has 
been 


debited to the Belgian government or 
to the communes or municipalities In 
northern France which havo received 
Its bcnflts. 
They hai-e yet to repay 


nil of this expnditure anil they assume 
this) burden cheerfully and with the 
dignity of free men. 


"Of this vast sum of money we havo 


spent over $150.000.000 in the United 
States in the purchase of supplies and 
of this sum America has made a. .var 
profit of at least $30,000,000. 
Gen- 


tlemen, Europe has begun to take 
stock of UN. We laid claim to.ideal- 
ism, a devotion to humanity and to 
great benevolence. 


"Now, finally, gentlemen, 1 wish to 


put to you 
a phase of the matter 


which I regard us nf deep national 
Importance and one vastly wirier than 
the relief. Tho result of this war will 
be that America will be rich, prosper- 
ous, wealthy, anil will have made un- 
told millions of this wealth out of tho 
woo and swelter of Kurope. It is true 
enough that we were not responsible 
for this war. 
On the other hand, we 


have made large profits out of this mis- 
fortune. The justification of any rich 
man In the community Is his trustee- 
ship to the community for his wealth. 
The justification of America to the 
world community today is her trus- 
teeship to the world community for 
the property which she holds. 


"The ownership of this wealth car- 


ries serious dangers in times to come 
and it behooves its trustees to ta,ke 
account of its responsibilities. There 
is growing up and there has grown up 
in Europe a note of bitterness which 


Istrative detail we have not the tima 
even had we the capacity to arouse 
the apathy of our countrymen. 
The 


American ambassadors, Page, Whit- 
lock and Gerard, my colleagues and 
myself, have done our duty. It Is up 
to our country to say whether or not 
this work, the greatest work which 
America has ever undertaken In the 
name of humanity, shall through Its 
prctentions become a word of con- 
tempt. We have fought a good flght. 
AVe have tried to keep the lamp of 
humanity alight and to implant true 
Americanism in Europe. 
If we fail 


it will bo the failure of the American 
people."
